000 and more inhabitants in which 
counties a recorder of deeds shall be 
eluiCea* at tbe general election in 1884.) 
Each of said officers ahall enter upon 
thedutles'bf his office respectively on 
the nrat Monday of December after 
hla election, and they shall hold their 
respective office for the term of four 
yean, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. Provided, that 
nopeieen having been once elected 
to the office of sLenff or treasurer, 
ahall be eligible to re-election to said 
office for four years after the expira 
tiemrf the term for which he shall 
have been elected. 


The quoitton now is, does this 


amendment, by inplication, extend 
the terms of the present officers til 
such time as is provided for theii 
election by tbe same. We give tii 
opinion of Gen. McNulta as published 
by the Leader, which is as follows: 


This ameidmeut to the constitution 


is a aubititute for sec. 8. Art. 10, and 
stands in lieu of it. It changes tbe 
the number of the county officers by 
omitting thai of surveyor, and triers- 
by, in effect, alwlishing that office. 
It extends the time for continuance 
in office, after election and qualinca- 
ti»n, of Treasurer, Sheriff and Coroii- 
er, from two to four years, and dis- 
qualifies persons who have been elec- 
ted Sheriff or Treasurer from holding 
the same office until after a lapse of 
fnnr years from the expiration ol 
their term. 


It provides for the election, in 


November, 1882, of a county judge 
county clerk, sheriff and treasurer 
aid at the election in November, 1884, 
of a-coroner, clerk of the circuit 
court, and in counties having a popu- 
lation of more than •0.080, a recorder 
OfDeedi. 


If there was an intent upon the 


part of the framers of this amendment 
t> eooUoiM any officer in office be- 
yend the time for which he was elec- 
ted by tbe people, I have been unable, 
upon an examiuati-m, to find in the 
language used an expression of r.ucl. 
purpose. If it was intended that the 
terra of any offlcar wat to be extended

JhMB In Colorado ud X«w

Within the past few years the busineai 


of tailing sheep in Colorado has been rap- 
idly on the increase, and we hear of one 
sheep raiser in the Northern part «f the 
State who had sheared 100,000 pounds 
of wool for his present year's crop. The 
wool now being produced in Colorado 
holds high rank in the market. 
The general quality is goodand steadily 
growing better, and then the producers 
take pains to put it in first rate order 
before sending it to market. In the Chi- 
cago market the Colorado wool holds 
rank with the wool produced in Wiscon- 
sin, and brings about the same prices as 
Wisconsin wool does. The demand for 
stock sheep nearly absorbs all the natu- 
ral increase in the State up to the pres- 
ent time. 
In New Mexico the business of rawing 


sheep is chiefly in the hands of some old 
Mexican Spaniards; .some of these old 
Mexicans havo immense flocks of sheep 
held together entirely by herders, and 
they are of the old breed that has been 
a common one in Mexico fora long 
time past, and there has as yet been/but 
little disposition shown to improve this 
old breed of very common poor sheep. 
They are poor because the wool is of a 
common very low grade, and the sheep 
are small and could not be profitable 
anywhere as mutton sheep, but it is said 
the native grass in New Mexico is not 
at all adapted to the raising of good mut- 
ton as it makes the meat of the animal 
entirely too dry. We think the time is 
near at hand when we should see a 
-change for the better in the matter oi 
sheep husbandry in New Mexico.
